At the same, time he warned 
his own people dally that the 
West was preparing a third 
world war agalnst the Sovict 
Union, and the Russian people 
believed both Stalln's desire for 
peace and the West's: eagerness 
for wir, : 

All these inconsistencies were 
necessary not only for the 
malntenanee of his pollee State 
but for the consistency of the 
finat aim.

He did not want war. Like 
all revolutionaries he knew that 
milltary war was the one factor 
which could destroy his regime. 

The ultimate policy had been 
Jaid down by Lenin over 30 
yeurs ago: “To weaken the 
enemy by every means short of 
military war until) his moral 
disintegration renders the de- 
livery of the mortal -blow both 
possible and casy.” This policy 
Stalin, followed falthfully, and 
it cannot be denied that it 
brought him many successes.

The peak iteclf, which 
dominates the — surrounding 
ranges on the Himalayas, is 
some 230 miles to the west of 
Mt Everest, where about the 
same time the British Expedi- 
tlon will be trying to conquer 
the world’s highest mountain. 

News of tho Swiss Himalayan 
vonture brings to five the total 
number of expeditions which 
will be ‘operating in the Hima- 
loyas this year, 

The expeditions are: the 
Japancee om Manaslu and the 
British Everest Expedition, both 
now cy route: the US. team 
scaling “K2", the German moun- 
talncers on Nanga Parbat and 
the Swiss on Dhoulagiri, If the 
Swiss are successful in thelr at- 
tempt on this Western Nepalese 
Peak they will havo established 
a new record for the highest 
mountain ever climbed. 

Records are divided into two 
Rroups. . First thore {s the record 
for the highest altitude ever 
attained by man. This is at 
present held by the famous 
Swiss mountatn guide, Raymond 
Lambert, who last year reached 
antititude of 8,650 metres while 
on the first of Switzerland's two 
Everest expeditions, 

tecord was previously 
held by =; Britain's = Everest 
expedition which 25 ycars 280 
reached dn altitude of 8,100 
metres. 

The - second mountaineering 
record is that: for the—highest 
mountain ever climbed. This is 
held. at present by the French 
Himalayan expedition of 1950 
which succeeded In reaching the 
summit of the 8,080 metres peak 
of ‘Anapurna—the first tlme a 
mountain of more than 8,000 
metres had ever been scaled. 

UNKNOWN RIDGE : 

This year's, Swiss Himalayan 
Expedition is organised by the 
Academic Alpine Club of 
Zurich, which has sent teams of 
expert climbers to the Atlas 
Mountains, the Cordillera 
Blanca in Peru, and to Green- 
land. 


Tho lost expedition to attack 
Dhoulagirl was the French team 
led by Herzog ont Lachenal 
which made aon unsuc 


attempt - in--1950 - before return-" 


ing to thelr successful ascent of 
Anapurna, 
Though Dhaulogiri, one of 
the 14 peaks of tho Himalayas 
of more than 8,000 metres, 
proved ‘too much for ‘the 
French, they took a series of 
photographs which show a 
hitherto unknown ridge running 
west from the summit, .
